yellow fever of the West; a disease more 
loathsome and destructive than all of 
them put together.” 

This is the elixir of life that promised 
to relieve or remove almost all maladies 
that fiesh is heif to. Was there ever a 
more stupendous fraud, a more gigantic 
mockery ? It cheats and mocks all 
classes that meddle with it. Take the 
young man, he fancies it is a privilege to 
drink beer, and cider, and wine. Why ? 
O, if we could get every young man to 
ask himself “why,” and pause till he ob¬ 
tained the true answer, we should need 
no more temperance lectures. If a man 
has any reason for drinking beer and 
cider, of course that reason is that it 
adds to his enjoyment, but does it; or is 
the assumption that it does a fraud, a 
mockery? 

WhenBenj. Franklin was a journey¬ 
man printer in Loudon, it was the habit 
of his fellow jour’s to send out daily for 
their pot of ale, but he found by experi¬ 
ment that he could set more type and 
make fewer mistakes on cold water than 
any one of them could on their ale, be¬ 
sides he found his temper decidedly less 
irritable ; he had no idea that a stupified 
brain and irrascible temper were neces¬ 
sary to the enjoyment of life. Hence, 
after his fame filled both hemispheres, he 
wroto out this experiment of his youth 
on purpose to instruct American young 
men that the professed benefits of beer 
drinking were all a fraud, mockery. 

This London ale may suggest another 
mockery ; it is esteemed the richest ale 
in the world. The breweries that make 
it are in the lower part of the city, and 
draw all the water for it out of the 
Thames, after it has received from the 
sewers the filth and exorementsof two or 
three millions of people. American 
brewers have learned from London the 
secret of making rich beer. Mr. Dele- 
van proved in an Albany court, that 
dead dogs and cats, and rats, besides 
other filth were literally dissolved by the 
slow process of petrification, in the water 
that was used to make the “pure Al¬ 
bany ale.” Of course it requires rich 
water to make rich beer in London and Al¬ 
bany, the fact is well known in Syracuse 
or Utica. Physicians are much in the 
habit of recommending beer as a remedy 
in disease, why? Is it not prescribed to al¬ 
lay nervous excitement, in other words, 
given as opium is, on puiqxrae to produce 
stupidity ? I am not now calling 
the doctors to account, I am only 
proving to our young weu, doctors being 
my witnesses, that the use of beer is stu- 
pifving, and I think we »r« all stupid 
cnougit wnnbul it. I do not tlunkJhaL 
to a sentient, intellectual, immortal be¬ 
ing stupidity is an element of enjoyment. 

One hundred and fifty years ago that 
well known periodical, The Tatler, con¬ 
ducted by Addison & Steel, stated that 
there was a “fraternity of chemical oper¬ 
ators who worked under ground, in holes, 
caverns and dark retirements, to conceal 
their mysteries from the observation of 
mankind. These subterranean philoso¬ 
phers are daily employed in the trans¬ 
mutation of liquors, and by the power of 
magical drugs and incantations raising 
under the streets of London, the choicest 
products of the hills and valleys of 
France. Tliay can squeeze claret out of 
the sloe and draw champagne out of an 
apple.” 

Passing over aaentury and a half, this 
work of fraud in liquor all the while 
going on and increasing, I quote from a 
periodical of our own day that lias an 
aim and reputation not unlike its old pro¬ 
totype. Dicken’s “Household word” has 
the following : “Hitherto the adultera¬ 
tions have been groan and olumsy, log¬ 
wood for coloring matter, a vile percent¬ 
age of aloohol, gooseberry wine for cham¬ 
pagne, and rain water for every thing 
being the basis of the wine market, but 
now more subtle chemical agents are 
brought into jday ; butyric ether, acetic 
acids and that deadly cognac oil.” 

“We,” it adds, “the poor wine-bibbing 
public, will be drugged and poisoned by 
every wine bottle in our burn—the un¬ 
resisting prey of tho doctor" and manu¬ 
facturing chemist* Hence forth wine is 
a myth, a shadow. is no such 

thing we verily believe as honest grape 
nothing but a vile 


gar of lead. 


I know from my own ob¬ 
servation and- so do all of you who have 
lived half a century, that the liquor sold 
and drank in our taverns and groceries 
kill its victims in one-third the time it 
used to take when it was manufactured 
all over the country from com, rye and 
potatoes and apples. Says Mr. Delevan: 
“Medical men advanced in life have as¬ 
sured me that the offect ©f using intoxi¬ 
cating liquor now is much more fatal to 
health and life than 30 years since. Then 
the alcohol was usually the only ingredi¬ 
ent the constitution had to contend with. 
Then a habitual drinker, if he lived so 
long, did not become a known drunkard 
under twenty years, but nowit frequent¬ 
ly happens that the same amount of 
habitual drinking produces disease and 
intemperance in three years. This change 
these medical gentlemen attribute to the 
presence of other poisons than the poi¬ 
son of alcohol in the intoxicating liquors.” 
Drugs are used in the manufacture of 
most, if not all kinds, for the reason that 
with drugs common whisky can be turn¬ 
ed into rum, brandy or gin. “I have 
been assured,” says Delevan,“that arsen¬ 
ic is used in wliisky to restore the bead 
after having been diluted with water. So 
withbeer when poisonous drugs are cheaper 
than malt. This is often done, of which 
I have proof positive .” Strychnine is 
reported the most deadly poison known 
except prussic acid and yet even this the 
liquor makers did not hesitate to use. 
Is it not a fraud, a terrible mockery, the 
whole business of liquor making ? 

Let it not be forgotten that this liquor 
concocted with poisonous drugs, not on¬ 
ly kills early but produces the disease we 
call drunkenness with corresponding 
promptness. Who, in this generation, 
are the victims of delirium tremens ? 
Young men and almost only young men. 
Most of those who begin to drink young, 
die before they are 35. Look back, you 
who resided here 15 or 20 years ago. 
Who were 'then the drinking boys and 
young men and where are they now, I 
do not know ? I put the question in 
view of what our liquor is made of and 
what I have seen of its effects in other 
places, but I shall be much surprised if 
I do not leam thafc’a majority of thoem 
are dead. 

We all know, and facts are constant- 

j ly testifying, that our liquor kills the 
young with awful rapidity. Why if In¬ 
dians should kill off our young men so 
fast would not our community be full of 
alarm and astir for defence if not re¬ 
venge? If Indians killed as many young 
men in the same length of time, in Ore¬ 
gon or Texas, the whole nation would 
know it its fast as electricity could flash 
the startling news across the continent, 
and the National Government would be 
called upon to protect its citizens and 
punish the destroyers. But it is net in 
Oregon or Texas, but here in our midst, 
and the destroyer is not Indians, nor 
Mexicans, but rum, and it is gi’eat fanat¬ 
icism to make a noise about it, and call 
on government for efficient protection 
against the repetition of such foul mur¬ 
ders. 

We rffcist stand by and see our sons 
and neighbors killed, one by one, and if 
I stand up, a citizen of the Empire State, 
and claim and prove my right to have 
the lives of my own boys protected by 
law, or the murderers of my neighbors 
compelled to stop killing—“Take care, 
sir, we don’t pay men for preaching poli¬ 
tics.” O, is not wine a mocker ? Wine 
is a mocker, a deceiver, a fraud. It de¬ 
ceives even the dealer. Tavern keepers 
very seldom get rich by the business. 

Chief Justice Savage once gave us, 
and we published the statistics of tavern 
keeping in his native town, Salem, in 
Washington Co., for 40 years. In ^that 
time he did not know but one who left 
the business richer than when he entered; 
one or two otliera held their own, 35 out 
of 40 grew j>oor. But O how many of 
their sons or daughters’ husbands became 
drunkards! The business deceived them, 
mocked them. We know how it de¬ 
ceives tho drinker. Ho is not going to 
become a drunkard. O, no ; he can 
control himself; he means to have a lit¬ 
tle sport ; he is only sowing a few wild 
oats. What if he did get a little too 
heavy a load, it was an exceptional oc¬ 
casion ; at loast it was in the night.— 
Certainly nobody saw him that would 
tell his friends ; every body, of course, 
was sound asleep when he threw up the 
window and threw the contents of his 
stomach into the back yard. How that 
poor mortal is deoeived and mocked by 
intoxicating drink. Why, he is a drunk¬ 
ard already, and yet he nover means to 
be one. The drinker is mocked and de¬ 
luded every way ; he thinks ho is rich 
when |he is poor ; thinks lie i« wise 
when all about him see him acting the 
fool, in a word, as the sum of all decep¬ 
tion, and all mockery, thinks he is so¬ 
ber when every body else knows he is 
drunk. Wine is a mocker; if you are 
wise you will not lie deceived by it, and 
if you w ill not be deceived by it, don't

An address before the Temperance Alli¬ 
ance of Mexico, by Rev. Lewis Kellogg , 

Some perhaps suppose that the discus¬ 
sion of temperance is comparatively a 
new thing, but I propose this evening to 
confine myself to a temperance motto 
that was uttered and recorded thirty cen¬ 
turies ago, by a man with whose name 
the world is still familiar, and who was 
remarkable for condensing the results of 
close and accurate observation into terse 
and pithy sentences. One of these con¬ 
tains these four short words, “Wine is a 
mocker,” and ho adds, “He that is de¬ 
ceived thereby is not wise.” It is the de¬ 
ceit, the treachery, the fraud of wine 
that makes it a mocker. It mocks the 
expectations its own promises have rais¬ 
ed. 

When this was uttered, wine stood as 
the generic representative of all intoxi¬ 
cating drinks,—much as “rum” does 
with us. Of course, I shall give the term, 
mocker, the same breadth of application. 
It belongs by inalienable birth-right to 
all intoxicating drinks. These drinks and 
all their natural surroundings and ap¬ 
pendages are a fraud. Their natural, per¬ 
petual influence and result is to deceive 
and mock. Many are deceived as to the 
origin of alcohol. They imagine it exists 
inthefruitandthe grain, and some class it 
even among the gqod creatures of God that 
are not. to be refused, but the fact is, the 
entire living vegetable kingdom disowns 
its fraternity. It is said that not a drop 
of alcohol can be extracted from any 
healthy plant or fruit and certainly, if 
we except the tissues and veins of the tip¬ 
pler, it exists in no animal matter. It is 
never formed in any substance till after 
death. It is the commencement of decom¬ 
position and putrefaction. Wherever it 
exists in a natural state, it is a symptom 
of decay and dissolution. 

In this state, diffused in combination 
with the first stages of decaying vege¬ 
table matter, was alcohol alone found for 
nearly 5,000 years. Then an Arab, sub¬ 
jecting it to fiery tortures, forced it from 
its natural affinities and produced that 
distilled essence of destruction, pure al¬ 
cohol. Here, mark one of its glaring 
frauds, Its discovery was hailed as an 
inestimable boon to humanity. It was 
greeted as the elixir of life. It was intro¬ 
duced into Europe under the name of 
“aqua vita.” It was tested in small quan¬ 
tities and its exhilerating effects confirm¬ 
ed the delusion. It was really believed 
by many to bo the subtle essenco of vital-

these statements, allow me to quote from 
Theoricus,no mean authority in liis day.

difficult to cure, and more fatal in their 
termination.”

Rev. J. P. Hunt 
says, “while lecturing in Philadelphia I 
became acquainted with u man engaged 
extensively in making wine, brandy, Ac., 
he told mo that in order to procure “musty 
flavorfor which moderia was so mu eh ad¬ 
mired, ho put a bag of cockroaches into 
the liquor and let it remain there until 
cockroaches were dissolved. 1 have been 
informed by several that this is no un¬ 
common practice and rnauy more naus¬ 
eous substances are known to be employ¬ 
ed by the makers and venders of intoxi¬ 
cating drinks.” Dr. Hiram Oox, of Cin¬ 
cinnati, say8 : “I took my chemicals and 
apparatus to ft liquor store-tuul annuli zed 
samples of sixteen different lots. The 
wines had not one drop of the juice of 
the giajie. The basis of the port wines 
was diluted sulphuric acid, colored with 
elderberry juice, with alum, sugar and 
neutral spirits. The basis of tho sherry 
was a sort of pale malt, sulplmrio acid, 
from the bitter almond oil, with a per¬ 
centage of alcoholic spirits from brandy. 
The basis of Madeira wine was a decoc¬ 
tion of hops with sulphuric acid, honey, 
spirits of Jamaica rum, Ac.

In compliance with the request of the 
State Assessors, contained in the circular 
addressed to the Chairman of the Board 
of Supervisors, the Supervisors and As¬ 
sessors of this county met in convention, 
Friday afternoon at the court house in 
Oswego. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Supervisor Mentor, chairman of the last 
board. 

On motion of Sup. Miles, Sup. Menter 
Was chosen President and H. L, Howe, 
of Sandy Creek, Secretary of the con¬ 
vention. 

Sup. Wells, of Granby, offered* the fol¬ 
lowing resolution : 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
convention that obedience to the law is 
the duty of good citizens, still, owing to 
the unfavorable resolutions adopted by 
other counties, the application ot a high¬ 
er ratio in the assessment of property in 
this county, to give a scale of greater uni¬ 
formity, is untimely, and we fail to under¬ 
stand how, hv making any material change 
in the mode of assessment, we would re¬ 
move any of the evils complained of. 

Hup. Wells addressed the meeting at 
considerable length, in support of his 
resolution. . 

Sup, Miles offered the following as a 
substitute for Sup. Wells’ resolution : 

Resolved, That we advise the Asses¬ 
sors of this county to assess all the prop¬ 
erty in this county this year according to 
law, in accordance with the recommenda¬ 
tion of the State Assessors. 

The Chairman suggested that in towns 
where the assessment was already com¬ 
pleted it would make additional labor 
and expense. 

Question was taken on Sup. Miles 
substitute and it was adopted by a vote 
of 41 ayes to 25 nays. 

Sup. Miles moved that it be recorded 
as the sense of this convention that each 
Supervisor and Assessor who had attend¬ 
ed should present his account for expenses 
incurred to the town board of audit in 
the town where he resided. Adopted. 

The convention then adjourned sine 
die. 


Nashville, Tenn., May 18, 1874. 

Our wanderings through the far-famed 
Mammoth Cave were of absorbing inter¬ 
est. At eveiy few steps new wonders 
were* revealed, and every now and 
then one and another of our party ex¬ 
claimed, “How curious !” “How grand !” 
“How beautiful!” 

There are two routes that may be 
taken, one about nine miles, and the 
other about five ; but as our time for ex¬ 
ploring. the cave was limited to four 
hours, a mixed route was decided on, so 
as to enable our party to see a few of the 
attractions of both. 

After leaving a small archway near the 
month of the cave (the sides of which 
are walled with rock), we enter the 
main cave, which is said to bo six miles 
in length, and which varies from forty to 
one hundred feet in height, and from 
sixty to three hundred in width. In a 
few minutes we come to the Rotunda, 
the ceiling of which is about one hundred 
feet high, and its greatest diameter one 
hundred and seventy-five feet. The floor 
is strewn with the remains of vats, 
water-pipes, and other materials used by 
the saltpetre miners, in 1812. The wood 
of which they are made shows scarcely 
any signs of decay. After leaving the 
Rotunda we come to two or three cot¬ 
tages, which were built about sixteen 
years ago by persons afflicted with con¬ 
sumption, under the impression that they 
would bo benefited by a uniform tem¬ 
perature. But it was of no avail. It 
is said that three of the patients soon 
died in the cave, and even those who re¬ 
mained there any considerable time died 
within a few weeks after leaving it. 
One of these patients, it is stated, did not 
see the light of the sun for five months, 
at the end of which time he presented a 
frightful appearance, the face being en¬ 
tirely bloodless, eyes sunken, and the 
pupil so dilated that the whole eye ap¬ 
peared black. 

It seems strange indeed to see houses 
in that subterranean region, where such 
awful silence and dense darknoss reign ! 
But what will not man do to prolong 
life ! Our next visit is to the Methodist 
church, which is eighty feet in diameter, 
and about 40 in height. The gallery or 
pulpit consists of a ledge of rocks twenty- 
five feet in height, from which, it is said, 
the gospel was preached more than fifty 
years ago. One of the guides tells us 
that he attended preaching thei’e thirty- 
three years since. The benches, or logs, 
occupy the same position they did 
when first placed in the church. A 
singular place for religious service, cer¬ 
tainly ! and how quaint the edifice ! It 
seems to us that the preaching in such a 
sanctuary must have been very im¬ 
pressive. 

A wedding took place in this church 
some years since, and Mr. Miller, the 
proprietor of the cave,says it was brought 
about in this way : A young man having 
having offended his Mary Jane, she de¬ 
clared in sober earnestness that she would 
never many lain on t he face of this earth. 
After a while they “made up,” and the 
marriage ceremony took place in the 
cave, which the bride allowed was not 
on the face of this earth. 

Not far from this church is a rock forty 
feet loug, twenty wide, and eight in

A resolution instructing the Executive 
Committee to make an apportionment on 
the basis of $ 1,000 forthis county for the 
ensuing year. 

It was moved and carried that the 
preachers and pastors of the different 
churches in the county be asked to preach 
or cause to be preached one sermon dur¬ 
ing the coming year, for the increase of the 
collection for the benefit of the American 
Bible Society. 

The Executive Committee was instruct¬ 
ed to place Bibles in the rooms of the ho¬ 
tels in the principal places in the county.

One and an¬ 
other began to try different paths, and 
the few lights only served to make things 
look more dismal. Each shouted at the 
top of his lungs, again and again, with 
no response ; until after excited listen- 
ing for many minutes, which seemed 
hours, a welcome shout rang down the 
arches, ‘They are found! they are found!’ 
The glimmer of a distant light appeared, 
and in another moment we were follow¬ 
ing the guide towards the mouth of the 
cave. 

It was a singular sight to see so large 
a company (numbering fifty-six), walking 
in single file, each with a lantern, through 
those strange subterraneous passages, 
and at times a deep feeling of awe would 
come over us.

depth. It is called Giant’s Coffin, and 

very much resembles a coffin. A little 

of till ft rode 23 ihc of n -n 

ant eater. It is composed of the af- 
fiorescenco of black gypsum, and rests 
upon the background of white limestone. 
It is an ugly-looking “critter,” and looks 
extremely ravenous. 

Among the most beautiful sights in 
the cave is tire Star Chamber. It is sixty 
feet in height, seventy in width, and 
about five hundred in length. The ceil¬ 
ing is composed of black gypsum, and is 
studded with innumerable white points, 
which, by a dim light, present a most 
striking resemblance to stars. • Our guide, 
“William” (a colored man, and quite a 
genius in his way), takes his lamp and 
descends behind a ledge of rocks, by 
which a cloud* is made to pass slowly 
over the ceiling, when it seems as though 
a storm is approaching. After pro¬ 
ducing the storm illusion, our lights are 
extinguished by the request of the guide, 
who then disappears^ with several lamps, 
through a lower arohway, several hiim 
dred yards in length, leaving our party 1 
in darkness—a darkness the like of which 
wo never before experienced. In two 
or three minutes he re-appears at tlio 
eastern end of tho chamber, holding the 
lights in advance, whigb, as he slowly 
olevates them from the cavern from 
which ho rises, produces the illusion .of 
the vising of the sun ; and, to make the 
illusion more complete, “William” imi¬ 
tates the crowing of roosters, the bleat¬ 
ing of calves, dog-barking, &c. 

One of the most curious passages, and 
one that'caused a'goqd deal of merriment, 
is Fat Man’s Misery. It is a low, nar- 
narrow tortuous avenue, fifty yards in 
length, which has been, it Is said, cut out 
of the solid rock by the mechanical ac¬ 
tion of tho water. We were informed 
that the largest man that ever overpassed 
through this avenue was a 260 pounder. 
He have had a “tight squeeze” in¬ 
deed, for one of our number, who weighs 
only 230 lbs., bad much difficulty in get¬ 
ting through. By turning sidewise in 
some places, creeping in others, or, as 
some of his companions insisted, by 
pressing the rocks apart all tho way, he 
came out victoriously, much to the won¬ 
der and delight of our. entire oompany. 
When our friend Hunt f of the Asylum, 
visits Mammoth Cave, if ho wants to 
see Mexico again, we advise him to 
steer cleer of Fat Man’s Misery. After 
leaving tho aforesaid avenue we camo to 
Great Relief, which varies in width from 
forty to sixty feet, and in height from 
five to twepty feet. Here we halted a

We have had among other deaf-mute 
visitors one from Michigan, with the 
ancient name of Hendrick Hudson, a 
dealer in men’s furnishing goods, at 
Grand Rapids, He used to live in Al¬ 
bany, and was educated here, though his 
mode of expression is not remarkable 
either for clearness or brilliancy. He 
says he is doing a thriving business, and 
has a little store of his own, and more¬ 
over he owns half a dozen lots in the 
place where he resides. 

The time for the examination of the 
classes has been fixed to commence June 
16 th, and to continue a week. Several 
ladies and gentleman of distinction and 
experience, as teachers, have signified 
their willingness to act as examiners. 
To these ladies and gentlemen a class of 
deaf-mutes is quite foreign, and their re¬ 
port will be interesting and valuable, 
as expressing the ideas and opinions of 
actual examiners not conversant with our 
system of instruction. 

A little more base ball news will not, 
we hope, be uninteresting to our readers, 
especially to those who have graduated 
within the past few years. The Sunny- 
side, a club composed of those of our 
graduates, who I'eside in New Yosk and 
Brooklyn, came up on Thursday after¬ 
noon, and played eight innings with the 
Hudsons. We wish they would play 
more of these matches, for confined as 
they are most of the time in close work¬ 
shops, the pure country air has a benefi¬ 
cial effect on the graduates and greatly 
promotes their health. The following 
is the score by innings:

There may 
have been two or tliree other boys in that 
class, but I have forgotten. All the girls 
and D. E. Ball are dead, alas! Mr. 
Clerc’i class was the next after Mr. Gal- 
laudet’s. They are more difficult to rec¬ 
ollect without consulting the old reports; 
1828 was 46 years ago. 

In 1830 I entered Mi’. Clerc’s class, 
and lifere I would like to dwell a moment 
on his mode of teaching, so difficult and 
so superior to the careless, slip-shod way 
of matiy teachers. It was not till then 
I had any clear idea of grammar or the 
fact that language has rules. 

What a change 46 years have made ! 
Ask Tom Brown to toll of the internal 
arrangements of the Asylum half a cent¬ 
ury ago. Ask Mr. Turner to exhibit the 
old-fashioned whale-oil lamps used in the 
boys’ and girls’ study-rooms in the even¬ 
ing, three lamps to every table of eight 
boys. Ask Brown to tell of that old 
stove/in the boys’ study-room, the stove 
a foot in diameter, cylinder-shape, two 
feet long, set on a stove pot, burning coal, 
and the only stove for seventy or more 
boy^, the room being warmed more by 
the natural heat of their bodies than by 
that very economical stove. Ask him to 
tell how, in one very cold snap, Earnest, 
Lovejoy and Covell took it out in the 
night and smashed it, and how the Di¬ 
rectors sent another as near like it as 
possible. I wish Mr. Turner would put 
that stove and a few of the lamps in the 
Asylum museum as a contrast to the 
present. Half a century hence will show 
as great a contrast from now. 

My pen runs away with me; I am 
sometimes tempted to write sketches 
relating to school-days, but do not feel 
any provocation, as when I wrote to the 
Guide. 

I am glad Mr. Clerc’s bust will be on 
the,monument. That will always be of 
interest to pupils and teachers in all the 
coming years. The same should be done 
in tho, case of Mr. Gallaudet. I shall 
readily recognize Mr. C. in bronze, and 
shall look on it with respect and grati¬ 
tude, much more so than will those who 
welfe never his pupils.

REPORT OP THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 


Devoted to the Interests of the Deaf-Mutes 
of the State of New York. _ 


New York, May 7,1874. 

The Executive Committee have great 
pleasure in reportin g another three months 
of steady progress. 

• As the completion of our undertaking 
fast approaches many previously inactive, 
possibly from doubts of our ultimate suc¬ 
cess, now effectually dissipated, have 
been stirred up to take part beforo it 
be too late. 

While the older associations report in¬ 
creased collections, large amounts have 
been received from two new sources. 

In Indiana, a committee at the Insti¬ 
tution has raised over one hundred dol¬ 
lars in about a month, and promptly for¬ 
warded it to the Treasurer of the Union. 
In St. Louis and neighborhood an asso¬ 
ciation has been organized, which reports 
nearly fifty dollars paid in, and an equal 
amount promised; as the result of only 
two weeks’ work. 

From New England we have hopes of 
a large increase, arising from sales of a 
photograph of Mr. Clerc, enlarged from 
one acknowledged to be the best likeness 
taken in his later years. 

In the execution of the monument, the 
most difficult and delicate part has been 
satisfactorily accomplished. The model 
of the bust has been completed, and, after 
long and close examination by a large 
number of the persons most intimate 
with Mr. Clerc—4among them Mrs. Clerc 
herself, Rev. Di\ Turner, Prof. Bartlett 
and the other instructors at the Asylum, 
and, in behalf of the Executive Com¬ 
mittee, the Secretary of the Union—it 
has been accepted. It is universally ac- 
kowledged to bo the best likeness of Mr. 
Clerc yet produced—representing him as 
most of us remlmbcr him—not indeed in 
his early yearsj for it must be remember¬ 
ed he was full j thirty years of age, when 
he came to America—but also not as 
bowed down v^ith the weight of years, 
but rather as 'bearing them as a crown 
of honor. Gfceat credit is due to the 
sculptor, Mr. Carl Conrads, of Hartford 
for the success he has achieved.

The law respecting the admission of 
deaf-mutes to the New York Institution, 
has, heretofore, made it obligatory for 
the parents of pupils to swear that they 
were indigent, and not able to pay the 
annual amount required for board and 
tuition. This was evidently an unjust 
law. For many a parent was and is un¬ 
able, unaided, to keep his child at school 
for the time required to complete his ed¬ 
ucation, and yet it would bo far from the> 
truth to call him indigent. Compared 
with the Common School law, the injust¬ 
ice was too evident. For the parent of the 
hearing child can send him to any of the 
common schools without question, even 
though he bo rolling in wealth. But the 
parent of an unfortunate had to swear 
that he was too poor to pay for its edu¬ 
cation. It is too bad that such a law 
has been allowed to remain on our stat¬ 
ute books so long; but thanks to the aid of 
two discerning and noble men, it is there ! 
no longer. The last legislature struck 
out the word “indigent” from the affida¬ 
vit, which was what was asked of them 
by the officers of the institution, and they ' 
went farther and abolished the affidavit 
altogether.
